DPC takes a look 


Pastoral pacifist? 
Sports fans worse? 
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Parish councils OK?

SAN DIEGO — Parishes and parish 


councils were the main discussion items 
Sept. 17 at St. Joseph Cathedral 
auditorium as the Diocesan Pastoral 
Council met for the first of its four 
1983-84 meetings. 


Composed of clergy, Religious and 
laity, both appointed and elected, the 
DPC acts in an advisory capacity to the 
bishop. With Bishop Leo T. Maher in 
Rome for his ad limina visit to the Holy 
‘See and a month-long theological 
consultation, last Saturday’s meeting was 
presided over by Auxiliary Bishop Gilbert 
E. Chavez, the DPC’s vice-president. 


ALL BUT nine of the 90 parishes in 
the Diocese of San Diego have parish 
councils, said Hank Racette of the La 
Jolla deanery; he has been working on 
revised parish council guidelines for the 
DPC along with Fred Menard of the 
Escondido deanery. Seven parishes have 
no advisory body to the pastor at all, and 
two others have either a parish board or 
committee; some are parish councils 
‘only in name,’’said Racette. 


Among the five goals and priorities for 
the current year adopted by the DPC 
were continuing assistance to parish 


. councils and the completion of revised 


_»parish council guidelines; parish councils 
are a must for each parish, noted Msgr. I. 
Brent Eagen, diocesan chancellor, but in 
fact, as experience has shown, they vary 
widely in structure and effectiveness. 


In his report to the DPC, Racette said 
that the effectiveness of parish councils 
“depends on whether you talk to the 
priest or the people.”’ 


President: Media at fault on Latin America 


Blames Hispanic, 
religious papers

WASHINGTON (NC) — 
Increasingly frustrated over its 
unsuccessful efforts to explain U.S. policy 
in Central America, the Reagan 
- administration is blaming the media and 
U.S. churches for not communicating a 
truer picture of progress in E] Salvador 
and of the alleged slide toward 

Communism in Nicaragua. 
That was the picture that emerged after 
a day-long series of briefings Sept. 14 at 


the White House and the State 
Department for reporters from the 
religious, labor and Hispanic press. 


Though the briefings covered everything 
from domestic crime to the Korean 
jetliner incident, the bulk of the material 
was on Central America, reflecting the 
administration’s .current preoccupation 
with the issue. 


PRESIDENT REAGAN put in a brief 
appearance and touched on _ the 
administration’s frustrations when he 
cited the high number of Americans who 
‘don’t even know which side we are on’’ 
and the inability to communicate the 
successes of U.S. policy in the region. 


But it was at a later briefing by three 
top State Department officials that the full 
extent of the administration’s distress 
came through.

spoke only on condition that their names 
not be published. All three are Reagan 
appointees who play a major role in 
administering U.S. policy. 


THOUGH EACH spoke separately in 
45-minute segments of the briefing, the 
three sounded a common theme that, in 
the words of one, there are ‘‘tremendous 
misconceptions’ about what the United 
States is doing in Latin America. Also not 
widely known in the United States, they 
said, is the extent to which the 


Nicaraguan government has consolidated 
power and has attempted to control 
independent organizations such as 
religion and labor. 


““A sure way to see Communism 
coming is to see attacks on the Church 
and labor,’’ said the best-known of the 
three officials.

Jesuits elect 
Dutch linguist

ROME (NC) — Father Peter-Hans 
Kolvenbach, a Dutch linguist involved in 
ecumenical dialgue with the Orthodox, 
was elected the 29th superior general of 
the Society of Jesus Sept. 13. 


Father Kolvenbach, 54, has been rector 
of the Pontifical Oriental Institute in 
Rome since 1981 and is a member of the 
official Catholic-Orthodox mixed 
dialogue commission. He also studied 
and taught for many years in Beirut, 
Lebanon, and for seven years was the top 
Jesuit official in the Near East. 


THE FIRST-ballot choice by a 
majority of the 211 electors was made in 
45 minutes at a closed session of the

THEY SAID Father Kolvenbach’s 
international experience among different 
cultures made him an attractive candidate 
to head one of the Church’s most 
powerful Religious orders. 


The new Jesuit leader speaks Dutch, 
English, German, French, Russian, 
Italian, Spanish, Latin and Armenian. 


- Concern for victims of injustice and 
loyalty to the pope will continue to mark 
the Society of Jesus, said Father 
Kolvenbach in his first public statement 
after being elected Jesuit superior 
general. 


THE STATEMENT, made public 
Sept. 15, was a letter to the 26,000 
members of the society dated Sept. 14, 
the day after his election. 


“The Lord wants to use our society to 
announce to men and women of today — 
with a pastoral preference for those who 
suffer injustices in this world — the Good 
News of the kingdom in a way that speaks 
to the culture and conditions of life and in 
this way to serve His Church and the 
vicar of Christ, Pope John Paul II,’’ said 
the relatively young successor to ailing 
Father Pedro Arrupe. Father Arrupe 
resigned as superior general Sept. 10. 


The brief letter from Father 
Kolvenbach also asked the Jesuits to work 
for the unending renewal in the order. 


FATHER KOLVENBACH also said 
that most of his experience as a Jesuit has 
been in the Middle East and in Rome and 
that he still has to discover the rest of the 
order which is spread throughout the 
world. 


Further indications of what to expect 
from the new general came in a letter 
which Father Kolvenbach sent to more 
than 90 United States bishops who are 
meeting in Rome for a_ theological 
consultation sponsored by the National 


Conference of Catholic Bishops and the | 


North American College. 


The letter, which was read to the 
bishops ata reception at the Jesuit-run 
Pontifical Gregorian University, said that 
the Jesuits ‘‘want to work closely with 
those whose charism is_ episcopal 
authority, under the direction of the Holy 
Father.”’ 


IN RECENT years, some bishops had 
. complained of poor working relationships 
with Jesuits in their dioceses. 


Father Kolvenbach’s letter also 
indicated that he will stress ecumenism 
and world peace. 


“Until quite recently I lived and 
worked in Lebanon,’’ he wrote to the 
bishops. ‘‘So you will understand that I 
have come to know first hand the folly of 
war and the curse of division among those 
who pray to the same God. I hope and 
pray that our Society of Jesus may play its 
role in healing the wounds of division 
among Christians, and, indeed, among 
all peoples of the world.’’ 


POPE JOHN Paul II, thought sby 
many to have figured in the election, said 
he does not even know Father 
Kolvenbach. 


The pontiff spoke about the election to 
reporters accompanying him on an 
Austrian Airlines DC-9 which Sept. 13 
carried him back to Rome after his four- 
day visit to Austria. 


“‘T am happy that they have chosen a 
new superior general. I do not know him 
personally. I may have met him at some 
time, but I don’t remember him.’ 


THE PONTIFF, asked whether 
Father Kolvenbach was the kind of 
general he wanted for the Jesuits, said: ‘‘I 
had never specified a candidate.”’ 


Missions drew St. Therese parishioner

DEL CERRO — When Mary 
Kankowski told friends and family she 
would work six weeks this summer as a 
missionary in South Africa, she found out 
they were worried for her safety. But the 
young St. Therese parishioner was 
“treated like royalty’? in South Africa; 
only when she came home did she meet 
any real danger — muggers in New York. 


The 20-year-old nursing senior at Point 
Loma College joined nine other. student 
nurses and two instructors in the 
missionary journey. They had ‘“‘every 
fundraiser you can think of’’ to earn 
money for the trip to Acornhoek, 
Gazankulu. 


(ON THE return trip from South 
Africa, Mary and a friend were mugged 
while calling home from a telephone 
booth. The young attackers did not harm 


the girls and were able only to take a 
necklace and a ring from Mary’s friend.) 


The group landed in Johannesburg, a 
modern city so different from: Acornhoek 
that Miss Kankowski could hardly believe 
the places are on the same continent. 


Acornhoek has no industry and a few 
small businesses. Men work in cities and 
usually return home to see their families 
two days a month. 


THE PEOPLE are extremely 
friendly. Because Miss Kankowski and 
the other students were from the United 
States and were in motor vehicles, they 


- caused quite a stir. ‘‘I felt so special...we 


were treated like royalty,’’ she said. 


Nurses are treated with the respect 
accorded doctors in the United States. 
The villagers bowed to the nursing 
students and called them ‘“‘sister.”’

According to this official, attacks by the 
Sandinista government on the Church 
have included what he called the 
‘*successful effort to insult’?

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contended that while critics of U.S. policy 
complain that the United States 
consistently is on the wrong side of Latin 
American revolutions, the U.S. 
government is backing the right side in 
the four-year-old ‘‘revolution’’ in El 
Salvador. Unlike the revolution in 
Nicaragua, they said, the revolution in El 
Salvador, which began with an army coup 
in 1979, has brought land reform, free 
elections and many other rights 
improvements. 

But the U.S. media tends only to focus 


on the military aspects of U.S. policy. 
toward El Salvador, one official said, 


partly because photographing soldiers is 
easier than photographing land reform. 
The military side of U.S. policy, he said, 
is intended merely to erect a ‘‘shield’’ 
against the guerrillas so that other aspects 
of the policy, such as development and 
democracy, can proceed. 


Those kinds of arguments, however, 
are not likely to sway the recent criticisms 
of Reagan policy by the U.S. bishops. 
By supplying Honduras with additional 
military aid and by sponsoring new 
military maneuvers in the region, the 
bishops argue, the United States is only 
contributing to the danger of war. 


LTOT: O.K. alternative to in vitro fertilization 


DAYTON, Ohio (NC) — St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center has announced 
that it will be the first hospital in the 
United States to offer a medical 
alternative to the morally-controversial in 
vitro fertilization procedure. 


The procedure, low tubal ovum 
transfer, has received the approval of 
Cincinnati Archbishop Daniel E. 
Pilarczyk who said ‘‘the LTOT 
procedure is in accord with the Church’s 
teaching.”’ 


LTOT circumvents absent or blocked 
fallopian tubes and transfers the ova to 
the uterus to allow in vivo (inside the 
body) fertilization to take place. Blockage 
of fallopian tubes, which prevents sperm 
from reaching the ovum, is the most 
common cause of infertility in women. 


Each part of the procedure has been 
used successfully for other reasons, but 
St. Elizabeth’s is the first hospital to offer 
the entire procedure to help infertile 
couples have children, said Dena 
Michaelson, hospital spokeswoman. 


The new procedure is different from in 
vitro fertilization because it ‘‘allows 
conjugal intercourse to become actually 


procreative of life,’’ said Father Donald 
McCarthy, director of education at the 
Pope John XXIII Medical-Moral 
Research and Education Center in St. 
Louis. 


IN THE in vitro fertilization 
procedure, the ova and sperm are united 
in a laboratory dish rather than in the 
womb, and objections have been raised 
because fertilized eggs can be destroyed in 
the process and intercourse is divorced 
from procreation. 


_ Dr.. Gary Hodgen, chief of the 
Endocrinology Pregnancy Research 
Branch of the National Institute of Child 
Health and Human Development, 
pioneered the LTOT procedure and 
conducted the initial animal studies. 


“‘The need for someone to decide 
whether a given embryo is fit for transfer 
to the uterus or should be discarded is not 
encountered with low tubal ovum 


transer,’’ Hodgen said. 
The procedure. involves ‘‘no genetic 
engineering and no embryonic 


manipulation: no cloning, no freezing, no 
vivisecting and no discarding of eggs,”’ 
according to St. Elizabeth’s. 


THE PATIENTS are receiving 
ovulatory drugs to stimulate the 
maturation of multiple eggs. Egg 
development will be monitored -by 
ultrasound and blood tests. Just prior to 
the predicted ovulation, the patient will 
be scheduled for an outpatient procedure 
called laparoscopy by which the eggs will 
be retrieved. 


The eggs then will be examined and 
placed into the uterus or lower portion of 
the fallopian tube where fertilization may 
take place. 

“In LTOT...we celebrate a new use of 
technology, to restore to married persons 
that divinely endowed gift of generating 
other human persons,’’ Father McCarthy 
said.

‘Love yourself’ is tough commandment 


Maybe it was different in Jesus’ day, but today it’s 
dangerous to say ‘‘Love your neighbor as yourself.’’ Taken 
literally, that commandment might unleash a tidal wave of 
hate, fear, distrust and anger that would destroy individual 
relationships as well as whole communities. 


The point is: great numbers of people don’t love 
themselves. 


I certainly believe what the psychologists write: many 
people think very poorly of themselves; they have negative 
self-images; they figure they are not OK;; their personalities 
are based on the fundamental conviction that they are, and 
are destined to be, inadequate. 


They don’t love themselves. And it’s not only ‘‘them.”’ 
I, too, know the feeling. 


Jesus was not a psychologist in the modern sense of the 
word. But all indications, as reported by the people who 
lived with him, point to a person who understood the 
meaning of peoples’ behavior. He could see through the 
surface. He saw the good beneath the surface of the sinner 
and-he saw the arrogance beneath the surface of the 
Pharisees. His relationships were honest, direct, insightful, 
challenging and comforting. Any modern psychologist 
would envy the way Jesus dealt with people. 


Jesus’ commandment of love can be subdivided into 
three distinct, but related, aspects. Love God.. Love your 
neighbor. Love yourself. All three are necessary. 


True love of self can never stop with self. We are created 
to relate to others. The best of our hermits and mystics, like 
St. John of the Cross, St. Theresa, Thomas Merton, were 
keenly aware of their relationship not only with God but 
also with other people. They knew that the ‘‘self’’ was 
inter-connected with others. They knew that genuine self- 
love included love of their neighbors. 


Why don’t more people truly love themselves? Why do 
they feel so poorly about themselves? 


Amateur and professional psychologists have offered 
many answers and insights into the problem. The 
competitiveness of our society, the subtle or explicit 
‘oppression by parents, our inability to accept our 
inadequacies with a smile on our psyches, a misguided 
notion of humility — all are suggestions in determining 
why people don’t love themselves. 


Along with these insights, we should take a cue from 
Jesus. He met people with poor self-images: Mary from 
Magdala, Matthew the tax collector, Zaccheus, the little 
man, and lepers by the dozen. Jesus simply and directly 
affirmed their goodness. Despite what they thought of 
themselves, he stated their goodness in such a way that 
they began to believe it, too. 


We should do no less. 


Look for the good in others. Express that goodness 
simply, sincerely and directly. Affirm one another. Even as 
we correct one another, affirm one another. 


Among other things, ‘‘love your neighbor as yourself”’ 
means to love yourself.

Trip to Austria 


Pope John Paul II went to Austria Sept. 10-13 to help 
Catholics draw closer to God. 


He spoke of the cross of Christ as the primary symbol of hope, 
since it shows the extent of God’s love for the world. He called for 
a return to God in family life. 


“‘Resolve to become families that pray,’’ he said. ‘‘Learn from 
the merciful father to forgive one another again and again and 
again.” 

He asked for greater fidelity to Christ in the Eucharist as 
Austrian Catholics score low on weekly Mass attendance, with 
current estimates at 25 percent. The population of Austria is 88 
percent Catholic. ° 


“*This,’’ he said, ‘‘is where you meet the father in the midst of 


the congregation and receive the gift of his love, holy | 


Communion, the bread of hope.”’ 


He urged that God not become a casualty of the euphoria 
created in a rapidly developing technological society. ‘“Today,”’ 
said the Pope, ‘‘we understand that the language of arms is not 
the language of Jesus Christ.”’ 


Speaking to the bishops of Austria, he shared with them his 
anguished wonder over how many Christians can say honestly, 
“‘T believe in God the father almighty.” 


“To assume,”’ said the pope, ‘‘that all members of the church’ 


normally make their decisions, or experience their fears and joys, 
in dialogue with the father in heaven would be an illusion.”’ 


Repeatedly, the pope indicated that his chief reason for being 
in the small Central European nation was to take part in the 
Katholikentag, (Catholic day), the closing ceremonies of a year 
of spiritual deepening for Austria’s 6 million Catholics. 


The pope hardly mentioned sensitive international issues 
except for brief references to such things as the Soviet downing of 
the South Korean airliner, religious persecution in Eastern 
Europe and abortion.

‘A new beginning’ 

In the fall of 1970, when I first entered St. Francis Seminary, 
our entire first-year class of 17 had just graduated from high 
school that previous June. That had been the pattern of most of 
the 60 students with whom I shared the common aspiration of 


-priesthood. 


When St. Francis Seminary opened its doors this fall, not one 
new student was a high school graduate of 1983. All are older, 
have varying’ degrees of college background, and many have 
spent a number of years in a wide range of secular professions. 
Fifteen of 36 students currently enrolled are above the typical 
college age of 18-23. 


In a recent study published by the National Sisters Vocation 
Conference the same pattern has been observed. ‘‘The majority 
of women in initial formation have had some work experience, 
are more than 25 years of age and have had some college or 
professional education,’’ said the study. 


It is interesting when we reflect upon the meaning of this trend 
to call to mind Luke 14:25-35. When Jesus addressed a large 
crowd and asked them to follow Him, it was seemingly to adults 
who had something they had to leave behind: wife, children, 
possessions, professions. The rich young man of Luke 18:18-30 
was a wealthy adult. 


As Vocations Awareness Week (October 2-8) approaches, it 
seems an appropriate time to issue a challenge to those young 
adult men and women who deep within themselves find that they 
are fighting off the call of God. The invitation of God is one that

‘In recent weeks I have run into several very weary- 
looking grandmothers who were, for various reasons, 
babysitting their very young grandchildren for 
considerable periods of time. One or two were struggling 
with their own faltering health while helping their 
children in a time of difficulties. All commented that 
child-rearing was definitely for the young and that the 
care of these little ones exhausted their stamina. But, 
“‘what can you do? The children need someone.”’ 


I was: tempted to ask if the children were as ready to 
help in their parents’ time of need, but was wise enough 
to refrain. It occurred to me that it is quite common for 
young people to try to discover personal freedom by 
somewhat defiantly “‘living their own lives’’ and carving 
out their own destiny, without too much thought for the 
sensibilities of parents. This is not true of all families, of 
course, but of many. 


SOMETIMES THE lifestyle the children follow may 
be contrary to all the parents hold dear and they seem to 
act selfishly, with disregard for the pain and heartache this 
inflicts on mother or father. But when difficulties arise 
and help is needed, it is to the parents that the offspring 
turn. ‘‘After all, you ave my mother. You are my father.”’ 
You should, they imply, be both willing and available. 

Most parents, thank God, are prepared to respond, 
often at some cost to themselves, either in time, personal 
stress or personal health. Sometimes the demands made 
are quite unrealistic and too great an imposition to be 
met, and then relationships suffer and quite unjustified

bitterness and resentment mar what should be a free 
interchange of love. The ties that bind us to those we love 
and belong with should be light and tenuous as gossamer, 
not forged from the iron of right and duty and debt. 


But it is the way of human beings and those who are 
parents today were once children and probably gave as 
much trouble as they are now receiving — and as much 
love and gratitude. Those. who are now children will 
probably one day be parents and might be wise enough to 
remember how it was with them — once. We all suffer 
from a partly conscious conviction that somehow we are 
owed more than we receive — that we have rights upon 
which we may lean, particularly the right to happiness 
and comfort, with the result that our demands on others 
— and on life — are often quite unrealistic. 


AS ALWAYS, such attitudes are reflected in our 
attitude before God. All too often we come before Him 
like selfish, ego-centered children ready to berate and 
reject Him when He does not seem immediately ready to 
meet our wants; ready to cast blame on Him for what we 
may be actually responsible, or what is not meant to be. 


“Tf you love me,’’ we snap at Him, ‘‘You would not let 
this happen. You would take better care of me. You 
would not let my child die or my husband grow unfaithful 
or my work fail or relationships sour. If you loved me you 
would give me peace and happiness. You would take on 
the burden of my mistakes and problems — if You loved

The tie that binds, willy nilly 


God, of course, being as perfect a parent as He is 
everything else, will always respond. He is always 
available and has already anticipated our need — 


although He may ignore our wants. He will give of 


Himself lovingly and freely, but not without 
responsibility on our part. If we are to receive His graces 
and help, it is necessary also to be open to that love and to 
approach Him with a contrite, humble and grateful heart. 


PERHAPS ONE of the most difficult things to accept 
is that we really have no rights before-Him. We have a 
right to life because He has given us life but we do not 
have the right to live it without responsibility to Him, for 
we have not earned nor merited it — it is His gift to us. 
Even more is this true of the right to His love and ongoing 
concern and sustenance, His unfailing fidelity and 
guidance. 


Yet we make impossible demands upon Him.. We 
neglect or are indifferent to Him for years, we make 
foolish decisions and disastrous choices and rail at Him if 
He allows us to suffer the consequences. When death 
touches us we angrily turn away because He did not avert 
the inevitable. 


I can think of nothing in human experience that cannot 
in some way be related to our relationship and experience 
of God, and when we are feeling a little exploited — 
perhaps even abused — we might look at the way we have 
treated Him and exploited His love and come to an 
accommodation with our own situation, and learn from 
His way with us, how to respond and give despite the cost. 


Secularization of the missions — II 


After the death of Gov. Figueroa, political intrigues 
followed and frightful chaos befell the church. In 1834, 
the Mission Indians numbered 30,620, and. within six 
years this number dropped to only 6,000. 


Hubert Howe Bancroft in his monumental History of 
California minces few words when he describes the 
rascality of the Mission Administrators during the period 
1836-1839. He says that many were simply incompetent 
and stupid, exhausting their little energy and ability in the 
task of collecting their salary, filling the governor’s orders 
so long as the granaries and herds held out, exercising no 
restraint or influence on the Indians, and allowing the 
affairs of their respective establishments to drift — not, as 
may be imagined, in the direction of general prosperity. 


OTHERS WERE vicious as well as incompetent, 
always ready to sell any article of mission property, not 
only livestock, but kitchen utensils, farm implements, 
tools from the shops, and tiles from the roofs, for money 
with which to gratify their propensity for gambling. Still 
others were dishonest and able, devoting their energies to 
laying the foundation of future wealth for themselves and 
friends, oppressing the Indians, quarreling with such 
padres, officials and assistants they could not control or

Test tube babies — 


We concluded the last article by referring to the 
insistent teaching of Pope Pius XII about the 
inseparability of the unitive and procreative dimensions 
of marital intimacy and his naming of in vitro fertilization 
as ‘‘absolutely illicit’’ since it breaks biological human 
intimacy. At this point we need to look more deeply at 
certain ethical perspectives concerning this process of in 
vitro fertilization. 


First: The fact of the growing desire among couples to 
pursue test-tube fertilization argues importantly that 
human sexuality does find its complete expression not 
simply in orgasm but ultimately in family life. The 
limited statistics presently available indicate that people 
who request zn vitro fertilization are married, have been 
childless for a number of years, are unwilling or unable to 
adopt, and sometimes fear hereditary deficiencies. 


Second: After fertilization in vitro, the fertilized ovum is 
placed in the womb of the wife. However, there is nothing 
biologically preventative from placing this ova in the 
womb of another woman (some experimentation even 
places the ova in an artificial placenta). We must again 
recall the teaching of Pius XII: 


THE MARITAL azt...is a personal action. It is the 
simultaneous and direct cooperation of husband and wife 
which...is the expressing of the mutual giving which...results in 


deceive, and disposing of the mission wealth without 
scruple, for their own interests. 


The Indians were the real victims in this process of 
secularization. Those to whom property was distributed 
as a rule made no good use of it. The cattle required care 
and tools implied work. It was generally deemed best to 
convert everything as rapidly as. possible into liquor, to 
steal cattle and various articles as needed. Pilfering and 
drunkenness increased rapidly, as did the ravages of 
syphilitic disease, and a relapse to barbarism. 


On April 27, 1840, Pope Gregory XVI erected the

the union ‘in one flesh.’ 


It seems morally difficult to establish convincingly that 
this essential significance of parenthood is retained when 
there is.a complete separation of the insemination from 
the act of unitive love. 


Third: The main purpose presently of im vitro 
fertilization is to help women who are infertile. Between 
20 and 30 percent of the causes of involuntary infertility 
can be attributed to blocked Fallopian tubes. 


A PRIMARY moral question arises at this point: The 
Catholic Church teaches that human life begins at 
fertilization (at the moment of conception). In in vitro 
fertilization, a cluster of ova are fertilized and then one is 
chosen that seems to have the best chance for full gestation 
in the mother. The other fertilized ova are discarded. 


Even from a biological point of view, I would argue 
that this ‘discarding’’ is not a humane form of medicine; 
it is certainly morally objectionable and must be 
condemned. . 


Fourth: The general goal of in vitro fertilization aims at 
helping married couples who are unable to conceive to 
fulfill their deep desire for children. This desire is a 
laudable one. What major moral problems tinge this 


in the sleepy town was less than a month. He was advised 
to move to Santa Barbara by Don Jose Antonio Aguirre, 
a wealthy San Diego-Santa Barbara merchant and 
shipowner, since San Diego gave'no signs at that time of 
an expanding population. The entire party of the bishop 
arrived at Santa Barbara, disembarking from Jose 
Antonio’s ship the ‘“‘Guipuzcoana’’ on January 11, 1842. 


On March 18, 1845, Gov. Pio Pico notified Bishop 
Garcia Diego that all of the Missions would be sold to 
defray the expenses of the War of Mexico with the United 
States. A decree was passed for renting some and 
converting others into Pueblos. The Departmental 
Assembly of Mexico authorized the government to sell the 
Missions to private persons. This Pico did, right and left, 
according to Helen Hunt Jackson, at illegal private sales 
which were later declared null and void by the United 
States. Pico was forced to flee the country. She also 
mentions that Santiago Estudillo who was given Mission 
San Diego de Alcala in return for his services to the 
government, confessed that since everybody was buying 
missions, he might as well own one, although he didn’t 
think it was right. 


desire? Firstly, the possibility that im vitro harms the 
essential intimacy of parenthood; and secondly, the fact 
that a number of fertilized ova are discarded, fertilized 
ova which sustain human life. 


AT THIS point in these articles we must be hesitant, 
then, about irresponsibly blessing this procedure simply 
because infertile couples are helped to have children. 


We must face these ethical questions: (1) Does in vitro 
fertilization separate procreation from its personal 
dimensions? (2) Does in vitro fertilization too readily lead 
to the moral mischief involved in third-party ova and 
sperm? (3) Does in vitro fertilization condone a readiness 
to abort defectives? 


The next article will consider in detail the Church’s 
teachings and attitudes about zn vitro fertilization. 


AT THIS point, however, it should be clear from what 
we have already seen that the Church teaches that human 
parenthood demands that the spheres of procreation and 
marital love not be separated. This means that we may 
not procreate apart from the union of marital love, and 
that sexual love may not be expressed apart from a 
context of responsibility for procreation. 
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and that the guidelines will provide 
assistance ‘‘if they diverge from the 
norm.”’ ; 


‘SWE CERTAINLY know that parish 
councils take various forms and have 
various forms of effectiveness,’’ he said. 
‘*The only thing they share is the title.’’ 


In an amendment to its goals and 
priorities, the DPC voted to give special 
assistance to Spanish-speaking 
parishes in setting up ‘‘workable’’ parish 
councils. That point had already been 
made to the parishes of the Imperial 
Valley by Bishop Maher, noted Bishop 
Chavez. 


The DPC also voted to show its support 
for RENEW in the diocese. Daughter of 
Wisdom Sister Joan Kobe, a consultant in 
the diocesan Office of Evangelization and 
Adult Education, reported that in some 
parishes people had been told that if they 
weren’t actively involved in the small 
groups, they weren’t involved in 
RENEW at all. 


SISTER JOAN said that it is possible 
to be involved in RENEW through 
prayer and participation at Sunday Mass. 


Bishop Chavez, who celebrated Mass 
for the DPC members after the meeting, 
inducted seven new DPC members as the 
meeting began. In his bishops’ forum, he 
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DPC looks at parish councils 


that focuses on the person and mission of 
Christ who ‘“‘came to bring life in the 
fullest.’’

IN A special report to the DPC on the 
host Cathedral deanery, Kathryn Willetts 
and Tom Spencer discussed both the 
difficulties facing many of the inner-city 
parishes that make up the deanery and 
their opportunities for the future.

The bait: child stardom in 
a movie to be called 
“Susan’s Magic Carpet,” a 
weekly salary of $1,800, 
and a trip around the world. 
The catch: the young girl 
chosen to star would have 
to “perform brief scenes of nudity.” The patsies: seven sets 
of well-meaning parents with no other fault than ambition 
for their daughters. 


Enter Richard Cross; a platinum-tongued Englishman 
jailed in Avon Park, Florida since 1975, for asexual assault 
on two nine-year-old girls he had taken ona “tour” of Dis- 
ney World. Duping prison officials, a modeling agency, a 
photographer, his attorney, and several local 
businessmen, Cross masterminded an international child 
pornography business from his prison cell! 


When police in Seattle, Washington arrested his 
sidekick, Robert Lodge (a seventh grade school teacher), 
on May 31, 1983, they found 20,000 allegedly pornographic 
photographs of children in his house. Later arrests of men 
linked to Cross in Albuquerque and Alexandria, Virginia, 
turned up 1500 more nude photographs of children and a 
collection of over 2500 “kiddie porn’ videotapes. 


For the seven little girls in St. Petersburg, the story did 
not have a tragic ending. Their photos were apparently 
recovered before Cross could enter them into the un- 
derground network which distributes child pornography. 
Credit for that small silver lining must go to investigators 
for Senator Paula Hawkins of Florida who raised questions 
about Cross’ activities, to a few law enforcement officials 
who didn't fall for Cross’ line, and to two exceptional 
reporters for the St. Petersburg Times—Robert Barnes and 
Doreen Carvajal—who broke the story and forced a full- 
scale official investigation. 


On reading of the tangled, pathetic affair—Cross claims 
to have been doing “undercover” work for out-of-state 
child protection organizations—l felt a twinge of despera- 
tion. Itis, after all, one full year now since the United States 
Supreme Court gave its approval to an all-out attack on 
child pornography. That was in the case New York v.

Congress, it’s true, has been working on it. The Senate 
has approved a bill—the Protection of Children Against 


~ Sexual Exploitation Act of 1983—which would ban the 


production and distribution of virtually all child por- 


“nography. In addition—and extremely important—the bill 


(sponsored by Senator Arlen Specter [R-PA]) raises the 
age limit of children protected from use in pornography to 
18. (ithas been 16!) The House Judiciary Committee, head- 
ed by Representative Peter W. Rodino, Jr. (D-NJ), is con- 
sidering a very similar proposal. 


“We need firm, thoughtful, and vocal support 
to wake Congress up.!” 


But the Cross case points up dramatically one serious 
flaw in the current federal proposals. The problem is sim- 
ple: nothing in current law, and nothing in the leading Con- 
gressional bills, allows the victims of child pornography to 
recover any compensation from their exploiters. To make 
matters worse, nothing in the current proposals would 
allow for special punishment of those who pursue child 
pornography asa business, with profit as their motive. Un- 
less the bills currently pending are amended, those who 
organize to make and distribute child pornography will 
have nothing special to fear. 


As the Cross case shows, child pornography is a 
business, and a highly organized one. And none of the 
children used by Cross have the effective right to sue the 
pornographers for damages. 


A very simple change in federal law could make all the 
difference. We have asked Congress to include sexual ex- 
ploitation of children as a crime covered by the Racketeer- 
ing Influenced and Corrupt Organizations provisions. 
“RICO” makes it a crime to make a business of other 
crimes—such as transmitting gambling information; ship- 
ping contraband cigarettes, or transporting children for 
use in prostitution: \t gives victims of those businesses the 
right to sue for three times their actual damages plus at- 
torneys’ fees. 


At present RICO doesn’t cover child pornography. Thisis 
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the perfect opportunity to correct that oversight. But Con- 
gress is going to miss that chance unless concerned voters 
around the country send a message to Washington. 
They've got to know that we will care. 


You're the ones who can make that difference. | ask alot 
from you, and! would never ask you to support something 
you don't believe in. But this is not a complicated issue— 
no one has made any sort of case against adding RICO asa 
tool against sexual exploitation of children. It only needs 
the firm, thoughtful and voca/ support of voting citizens to 
wake Congress up.

256K or 256,000 bytes of working 
memory in the diocesan computer is 
equal to the amount of information that 
could be typed on 128 standard 8-x 11 
inch pieces of paper containing 2,000 
characters each, doubled spaced with 
normal margins. The total storage 
capacity -is 256 million bytes, or the 
equivalent of 128,000 typewritten sheets 
of paper. This may sound like a lot, said 
one diocesan computer user, but storage 
capacity ‘‘goes fast’’ as new information 
is added.) 
_ THE COMPUTER mainframe at the 
Diocesan Office Building is an IBM 
Systems 34; a total of six printers and 13 
work stations are housed along with it in 
various part of the chancery, and off-site 
at University and Marian High.

Another major user .of the diocesan 
computer is the accounting department of 
the Diocese of San Diego Education and 
Welfare Corporation. 


THE EDUCATION and Welfare 
Corporation, under the episcopal vicar of 
education, Msgr. William Elliott, 
processes all of the accounting and the 
entire payroll for the diocesan schools 
system. The system itself consists of about 
1,000 employees in 44 parish elementary 
parochial schools in Imperial and San 
Diego Counties, and three of five high 
schools (the other two, Our Lady of Peace 
for girls and St. Augustine for boys, are 
owned by the Sisters of St. Joseph of 
Carondelet and the Augustinian Fathers, 
respectively). 


BESIDES PAYROLL and accounting- 


for the schools, the computer also handles 
tuition and billing for students at Marian 
High School, Imperial Beach, and 
University High School, across from the 
USD campus.

Another startling cultural difference 
involved the treatment of the young. 
Infants are highly regarded in South 
‘Africa — they are dressed in the finest 
clothing the parents can afford. But by the 
time babies become toddlers, they are 
usually dressed in rags because the 
family’s money is spent on the newborn. 


IT’S A sad fact that money that 
probably should be spent on food or 
health care goes toward lavish baby 
clothing, she said. ; 

Miss Kankowski devoted most of her 
time to hospital work.

some: English, otherwise she used 
greetings and medical terms in Shangan, 
the primary language. . 

THERE WAS plenty of ‘‘busy work’’ 
for the students, but they also were 
allowed to do things they couldn’t in U.S. 
hospitals — viewing Caesarean sections 
and taking photos during pelvic 
examinations and births. 


Nurses in the United States usually 
take two- or four-year courses to prepare 
for state licensing tests, but in South 
Africa, hospital workers are on the job 
after three months of training; anyone 
who studies for two years is allowed to do 
almost anything a doctor can, she said. 


Miss Kankowski balked when she was 
asked for her opinion on a diagnosis, but 
“the respect felt good’’ compared to 
American hospitals where it’s, “‘ ‘nurse, 


get this...nurse, get that,’ ”” she said.

How would you spend $80 million? 


It sounds like a lot of money at first, 
but compared to military budgets 
around the world it is peanuts. But how 
‘would you like to spend $80 million 
across the globe? That’s the total of 
world collections of the Propagation of 
the. Faith, the mission arm of the 
church. The largest share comes from 
the United States — more than $35 
million. But we also are the wealthiest 
nation on earth, with a fifth of the 
people Catholics, so we should be front- 
runner. 


When it comes to spending those 
dollars there are difficult decisions to 
be made. Everyone has a problem 
working within a budget — 
governments, homes, businesses — so 
the mission church is no exception. How 
do you distribute the money when you 
have 1700 requests for it? 

During 1982 the Rome headquarters 
of missions distributed more than $80 
million. The largest share’ went to 
Africa, or 51 percent. Next in line was 
Asia at 35 percent, then the Americas 
with nearly 7 percent, followed by 
Europe and Oceania with just over three 
percent each. That accounted for $40 


million in special subsidies. 

In addition some $26 million was 
distributed in much the same 
proportions as the ‘‘ordinary’’ 
subsidies, as special grants for 
particular projects and needs, and 
another $13 million through special 
agencies of the mission office. 

This year the directors of the 
church’s mission funds were faced with 
1696 requests for subsidies: 911 from © 
Africa, 548 from Asia, 150 from 
America, 50 from Oceania and 37 from 
Europe. The requests cover such items 
as general help in maintaining a 
diocese, training catechists (those vital 
teachers in underdeveloped countries), 
subsidies to schools, hospitals, religious 
communities and to mass media 
efforts.”’ 

Your charitable dollars to the 
missions sre well spent and, what is 
more important, are totally spent. 
Administration costs are minimal, far 
lower than any comparable charity 
operation outside the Church.

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perspective. She found “‘the Nazarenes 
are completely missionary oriented.’’ 


FROM THE South Africans, she got 
another perspective on religion. Witch 
doctors, she said, have tremendous 
powers. Villagers will forsake complete 
medical treatment for three rands ($2.70) 
to pay $10 for a witch doctor to perform 
his rites. Witch doctors often prescribe 
oral dosages of poisons and other 
treatments that physically endager their 
patients, she said. 


But witchdoctors ‘‘do have powers, it’s 
not a farce,’’ she said. She and some of 
her friends visited a witch doctor whom 
she described as ‘‘demon possessed — I 
could feel the evil just piercing through.”’ 


But many South Africans have real 
faith in the Lord, she said. Christians 
there tend not to be denominational and 
feel, ‘‘we’re all one in the Lord,’’ she 
said. ‘“They’re so on fire. One lady said, 
‘I just want to convert the world.’ ”’ 


THE CHRISTIANS she met became 
bright-eyed and greeted one another with 
hugs and ‘‘praise the Lord,’’ when they 
met fellow Christians. 


Those experiences made Miss 
Kankowski feel: ‘‘You can’t ever come 
back to this country and look at the people 
the same,’’ she said. 


Despite the relative luxury of life in the 
United States, something is drawing her 
back to Africa, she said. She especially 
remembers the eyes of the children she 
met. Many of the young already had eyes 
dulled by pain and poverty. It was dif- 
ficult, she said, to look at some of the 
children who probably would die and 
realize that she would never see them 
again. 


MISS KANKOWSKI and a few of the 
other-student nurses want to repeat their 
role as missionaries in South Africa. She 
would like to return for a four-year term, 
but first she wants to be a registered nurse 
with a bachelor of science degree and a 
year of nursing experience. She would 
also like to be married before she returns.

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Is pastoral pacifist? Conservatives YES, Abp. NO

ST.. LOUIS (NC) — Archbishop John L. May of St. 
Louis denied that the U.S. bishops’ pastoral letter on war 
and peace has a pacifist bias and that an archdiocesan- 
sponsored meeting to study the pastoral ‘‘lacked balance’’ 
in its selection of speakers. 


The archbishop made his comments at a press 
conference called during a symposium Sept. 9 set up to 
study The Challenge of Peace: God’s Promise and Our Response, 
issued in May by the bishops. 

‘SWE ARE not teaching pacifism’’ in this document, 
Archbishop May said, and this meeting “‘was not set up 
with a pacifist bias.’’ @ 

The archbishop added that the people making the 
assertions, which appeared in an article in the St.-Louts 
Globe-Democrat Sept. 8, made them because ‘‘they don’t 
want this (nuclear warfare and peace) discussed.”’ 


In the article Eleanor Schlafly, executive director of the 
anti-Communist Cardinal Mindszenty Foundation, also 
attacked the three-member panel established by the U.S. 
Catholic Conference to implement the teachings of the 


‘pastoral. 


MRS. SCHLAFLY said that the panel members, 
Bishop George A. Fulcher of Lafayette, Ind., Bishop 
Kenneth J. Povish of Lansing, Mich., and Bishop 
Kenneth E. Untener of Saginaw, Mich., were members 
of Pax Christi, which she said is ‘‘an influential pacifist 
organization.”’ 

Archbishop May called Mrs. Schlafly’s assertions 
“‘ecclesiastical McCarthyism’’ adding that they were 
‘‘baseless”’ and stating that members of Pax Christi are 
not all pacifists. The archbishop said that he and some 60 
U.S. bishops are members. (The late Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy of Wisconsin. was known for his: use of 
innuendo in hearings investigating Communist influence 
in government.) 

The archbishop said that while the pastoral supports 
Catholic teaching on an individual’s right to choose to be 
a pacifist, it also upholds the traditional just war theory on 
the necessity of a nation to protect its citizens in the event 
of war. 


‘“THE UNITED States can’t take a pacifist position,”’ 
he said. Its leaders are elected to protect the people and 


- they would be violating that ceaponsibulity if sney chose to 


take a pacifist stance. 


Msgr. John Shocklee, executive director of the 
Archdiocesan Human Rights Office, sponsor of the three- 
session symposium, also denied that the symposium 
lacked balance in its selection of speakers. 


The prinicipal speakers for the symposium included 
Archbishop May; retired Rear Adm. Eugene Carroll Jr., 
deputy director of the Center for Defense Information in 
Washington, D.C.; Father Bryan Hehir, director for 
International Justice and Peace at the U.S. Catholic 
Conference and chief consultant for the bishops’ 
committee drafting the pastoral; and Sister of St. Joseph 
Judith Dwyer, assistant professor for religious studies at 
Chestnut Hill College in Pennsylvania. 


ADMIRAL. CARROLL denied, as the Globe- 
Democrat article said, that the Center for Defense 
Information was a ‘“‘leftist’’ organization. He said that 
most of its employees are former military personnel from 
very conservative backgrounds and committed to the 
defense of the nation. 

‘In a interview with the St. Louis Review, archdiocesan 
newspaper, Father Hehir said he has been the target of a 
number of conservative attacks.

Ex-Episcopalians get 2nd parish

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (NC) — The nation’s second 
personal parish for former Episcopalians who join the 
Roman Catholic Church was officially established here, 
to be led by the newly ordained pastor, Father Clark A. 
Tea. 


Father Tea, a celibate former Episcopal priest, was 
received into the Church earlier this month along with his 
30 parishioners by Bishop Norman F. McFarland; he has 
since been ordained to the Catholic priesthood. 

FATHER TEA’S Anglican-identity personal parish, 
named St. Mary the Virgin, was the second of its kind to 
be established in the United States: Last August, a parish 
of former Episcopalians was formed in San Antonio, 
Texas, with former Episcopal Father Christopher Phillips 
ordained a Catholic priest and named pastor. 


A personal parish differs from a territorial parish 
because it -is for certain persons, in this case 
Episcopalians, who wish to become Catholics but retain 
an Anglican identity in the liturgy. 

The new Anglican liturgy is to follow the order of the 
Latin Rite while including many prayers in the Anglican 
Book of Common pare and incorporating other 
Anglican traditions. 

THE CREATION of Anglican-identity parishes stems 
from Vatican approval in 1980 of.a proposal by the U.S. 
bishops. to develop terms under which Episcopal 
clergymen and other members of the Episcopal Church 
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would be admitted to the Catholic Church and yet retain 
some elements of their former tradition. 


‘*T believe that this is the true ecumenical movement, ‘‘ 
Father Tea said. ‘‘We aren’t just talking about getting 
together but are doing something about it. Hopefully, 
many others will follow our lead, for after all we are just 
returning to the home that Anglicans had for over 1,500 
years, the Holy See.”’ 


THE MOVEMENT of some Episcopalians to 
Catholicism has followed several changes that evoked 
strong controversy in the Episcopal Church, such as the 
ordination of women, the revision of the Book of 
Common Prayer, and the revision of marriage law to 
allow divorce and remarriage.

The National Association of Theater 
Owners (NATO), reportedly has 
approached the Motion Picture 
Association of America with a proposal to 
lower the age limit attached to R-rated 
films from’17 to 16. & 


The proposal would allow -every 
16-year-old in the country to plunk down 
his $4.50 or $5 and see unhindered the 
likes of Private School and Risky Business. 
(And make it that much easier for 15-, 
14-, and 13-year-olds to follow suit.) 


ACCORDING TO Variety, the 
entertainment industry newspaper, 
MPAA President Jack Valenti, while 
insisting upon the need to maintain ‘‘the 
integrity and credibility’’ of the rating 
system, has reacted more favorably this 
time than he has to similar proposals in 
the past. 


The MPAA will make no decision, 


according to press reports, until it 
consults with Catholic and_ Protestant 
groups. ~_ ae 303 
Joel Resnick, president of NATO, 
bewailing the ‘‘difficulty’”’ of enforcing 
the present age limit on ‘“‘pictures like 
Porky’s,’’ argued that it would be ‘‘much 
more straightforward to drop it than to 
have it ignored by some exhibitors who 
regard it as foolish and unworkable.”’ 


THE NATO argument that, according 
to Valenti himself, made the strongest 
impression on the MPAA president was 
that it’s ‘‘unrealistic to force 16-year-olds 
to be accompanied by a parent or 
guardian when they are able to obtain 
drivers’ licenses at the same age.”’ 


Before attempting to comes to grips 
with the reasoning of the NATO 
representative —,I say attempt advisedly 
since it’s hard’to argue with people unless 
you share at last a modicum of common 
language and concepts — let’s take a 
quick look at the two movies I mentioned 
above.

THESE, THEN, are the kind of 
movies that, if NATO has. its way, a 
16-year-old-boy and his date will have no 
trouble seeing.

this: If a boy and girl may drive at 16, 


they should be allowed to drink 
intoxicating beverages at 16. 


Yes, I’m sure it is hard to enforce the 
17-year-old rule at the box office, but I 
imagine it’s also hard for bartenders to 
enforce the drinking age. But enforce it | 
they do because it’s not an easily ignored 
rule put out by the liquor industry but a 
law with that often has very sharp teeth. 


FINALLY, AS long as Resnick: is so 
free with the words ‘‘unrealistic,’’ and 
“*foolish and unworkable,’’ I don’t think 


‘it’s uncricket to point out that what may 


be most unrealistic of all in this context — 
and most foolish and most unworkable — 
is to depend upon an industry to regulate 
itself when profits are at stake.

ST. LOUIS (NC) — Conduct on 
American playing fields and in the 
bleachers is growing worse, says a college 
professor who. teaches a course on 
morality in sports. 

“I thought for a while that it (athletics) 


was going to get better when girls’ sports 


started getting some needed emphasis, 


because parents went to the boys’ games’ 


and behaved so nastily and went to the 
girls’ games and behaved so well,’’ said 
Harry J. Cargas, professor of religion at 
Webster University, St. Louis. 


“I WOULD have hoped that when we 
equalized things out it would have meant 
that the parents would have behaved 
better at the boys’ games. 


‘‘But it turned another way and they 
are being nasty at the girls’ games, too,”’ 
he said. 

Cargas’ comments were included in a 
two-part series on morality in sports in 
the Aug. 19 and 26 issues of the St. Louis 
Review, the archdiocesan weekly. 

“I DON’T like what I see,’’ Cargas 
continued. 

Last year when fans at several Big East 
Catholic colleges directed racial abuse at 
Patrick Ewing, a black basketball player 
from Georgetown University, Cargas was 
disturbed. 


“IT think how we treat each other is 


‘more important than who has the most . . 


points and I think that is completely 


overlooked,’’ he said. 

FAN BEHAVIOR and the abuse of 
drugs by players have certainly grown 
worse over recent years, according to 


_ Robert L. Burnes, St. Louts Globe- 


Democrat sports columnist. 


Fifty years ago, players ‘‘who drank 
and drank to excess — Babe Ruth was an 
alcoholic — seemed to keep it under 
control in their own locker room, which 
they don’t do now,” he added. 


Fans’ increased ‘‘vulgarisms’’ also 
upset Burnes. 


BUT OFFICIATING and 
enforcement of rules in_ professional 
hockey, baseball, basketball and football 
have improved over the years, he said. 


“Sports is such an artificial 
environment anyway and sometimes in 
an artificial environment you can do 
pretty much what you want to do,”’ said 
Kevin Horrigan, a sports writer for the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, who sees more 
inconsistency in. officiating and 
enforcement of sports rules than Burnes. 


““We have a code operating within a 
code,’’ Horrigan said. 


‘*PITCHERS WILL throw at hitters 
even though the rules say they can’t; 
football players will tackle as aggressively 
as they can even though some moves may 
be outlawed,’’ he said. 


“It’s a code that doesn’t necessarily 
parallel the rest of society,’’ he continued. - 


Is sports conduct, fan behavior worse? 


There are limits to consistent 
enforcement of rules in fast-paced sports 
such as hockey, basketball, baseball and 
football, according to Vincent Punzo, 
professor of ethics at St. Louis University. 


“IT SEEMS to me, especially on the 
professional level, rules are enforced 
fairly.and consistently,’’ he said. 


“Action in those sports is fast and 
quick, and human beings, whether they 
are umpires or referees, have limits,’’ 
Punzo said. 


The coach has a special role in 
maintaining order in any sport on any 
level, Cargas said. 


‘*HE OR she has the obligation not to 
run up the score, not to let their players 
get away with anything to the detriment 
or pain of the other team — or to the 
humiliation of the other team,’’ he said. 


“Coaches and owners if they were 
serious about getting rid of some forms of 
violence in sports could do it,’’ Punzo 


added. 


Cargas believes the real heroes in 
athletics are individuals like Jesuit Father 
John Lo Schiavo, president of the 
University of San Francisco, who in 1982 
discontinued _a_ big-time __ basketball. 
program because , of sports-related 
scandals. Basketball will resume at the 
school on a limited basis in 1985-86.
